THE SPILMAN FAME.Y. 


As family names rrow older they become more 
difficult to trace and the lineage of an individual is 
lost in obscurity. Itis the intention of this history . 
to get together facts and traditions that is known 
at this timein regard tothe Spilmans. These facts 
and traditions are such as are gleaned by me in my 
life of 89 years by inquiry from all] sources at my 
command. I now give to my posterity the fruits 
of my labor. 

I understand the name to be of German origin 
and was spelled in that language “‘Spilrnann’’ and 
pronounced “‘Spee!mann.’’ 

The first is tradition, as related by Uncle Levi 
Spilman, my father’s brother. The first account 
he could give of the Spilmans was in one Henry 
Spilman, that had become attached in sume way 
(to him unknown) to Captain John Smith, the 
early explorer and founder of Jamestown, Virginia. 
Having won Smith’s favor to such an extent that 
Smith sued before t e Court of St. James and ob- 
tained a large grant of land for his protege in the 
new Colony of Virginia. Afterwards when the 
county lines were run out, the line between Cul- 
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pepper and Fauquar counties divided this tract of 
land. This Henry Spilman settled on the tract of 
land that Smith had procured for him. But who 
he married is to me unknown. Heraiseda family 
and nearly all, ‘f not all his children settled on 
this tract or land. 

Of the generations existing before the Revo- 
lutionary war, but little is known by me, and that 
little is visionary and illusive. However, there 
was one John Spilman, a cousin of my father’s 
grand-father, that was appointed Governor of the 
Colony of Virginia, by King George the HI: but 
he refused to serve on account of the state of af- 
fairs in the Colony, and he being insympathy with 
the Colonies in their struggle for freedom. So 
much for tradition; the rest of my history will be 
devoted to such facts as is known of the branch of 
the family I belong to. 

My fatner’s fatnar was born in Culpepper 
County, Virginia, in or about the year 1763. His 
name was Thomas Spilman. I have heard my fa- 
ther say, and Uncle Levi Spilman gaid so, too, that 
their father, Thomas Spilman, was a soldier under 
General Washinton, and was present at the sur- 
render of Lord Cornwallis at Yorktown, but never 
heard them speak of his being in any other en- 
gagements. 

Toomais Sdilmaa muirried Mary Massey in Cul- 
pepper County, Virginia, about the year 1785, and 
about the year 1790, he moved to the eastern part 
of Kentucky and settled near Danville. After a 
few years he moved southwest to what was then 
known as the Barren River country, and settled on 
Difficult creek, in what is now Ailen County Ken- 
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tucky. He lived there until the Cold Plague swept 
that country, and died of that disease, the rest of 
the family escaping. He left a large family, con- 
sisting of thirteen children, all of whom lived to 
maturity and married and raised more or less fam- 
ilies. The foll.wing arethe names of the family 
of Thomas Spilman and Mary (nee Massey) Spil- 
man: Robert Spilman, Samuel Spilman, James Spil- 
man, John Spilman, Thomas Spilman, William 
Spilman, Levi Spilman, Peggy Spilman, Polly Spil- 
man, Nancy Spilman, Lettie Spilman, Sallie Spil- 
man, Rebecca Spilman. 

T willcommencee with this family of children and 
relate what I know of them in rotation. 

Robert Spilman, son of Thomas Spilman, I 
knew but little about. He married in Allen Coun- 
ty Kentucky, and raised a familv, but how many 
children he hud and wnat their names were is un- 
known to me, with the exception of oneson, James 
Spilman. 

Samuel Spilman, son of Thomas Spilman, mar- 
ried a Miss Burton in Allen County, Kentucky, 
and had two children. The oldest child by this 
union was a boy, Drury Spilman; the younger one 
I never saw. His wife did not live long after her 
marriage and he never remarried. This Samuel 
Spilman was a soldier under General Jackson in 
the War of 1812, and was in the battle of New 
Orleans, fought January the 8th, 1815. 

James Spilman, son of Thomas Spilman, married 
and moved to Ohio and we have lost all trace of 
him and his family. 

Thomas Spilman, son of Thomas Spilman, mar- 
ried Fanny Furgeson, in Allen County, Kentucky, 
and moved to Hickory County. Missouri, about the 
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year 1850. With this family I have failed to get 
dates. Their children were: James, William, Pol- 
ly, Fanny, Martha, Josephine, Elviraand Glaphira 
Spilman. Fanny Spilman married Rolla Brite. 
They had two children, Malissa and Emma Lrite. 
Malissa Brite married Charles Garrison; they have 
six children, Lue, Nannie, Malissa, Charles, Gro- 
ver and Clarence Garrison. Emma Brite married 
John Chasteen. Their children are: Edgar, Hes- 
ter, Elbridve and Robert Chasteen. Chasteen’s 
Postoffice is now Peirce Citv, Mo. Josephine Spil- 
man married Thomas Jefferson Hewlett. Their 
children are: Fanny and Nora Hewlett. Fanny 
Hewlett married Samuel Haggard. Their children 
are: Thomas, William Cora, Homer, John and 
Nora Haggard. Thomas Haggard married Disa 
Shipman, They had one child, Elbert Haggard. 
Disa died and after her death he married Pearl 
Wyatt. They have one child, Edna Haggard. 
Cora Haggard married Will Mackey. They have 
one child, Florence Mackey. 

Nora Hewlett married Dr. James F. Scott. They 
have two children, Hattie and John Hush Scott. 
Hattie Scott married Heuryv Boyd. Their children 
are: ‘erry and Virginia Boyd. Their Postoffice is 
Sarcoxie, Mo. 

William Spilman, son of Thomas Spilman, mar- 
ried Dorcas Jane Garrison in Allen County, Ken- 
tucky. Here I will insert an extract from a letter 
I received from Robert B. Spilman, dated Man- 
hattan, Kansas, September 25th, 1907: 

‘You are correct in assuming that I am one of 
your Uncle William’s generation. Your grand- 
father, Thomas Spilman, was my great-grand- 
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father; William Spilman was my grandfather. 
Grandfather moved first to Rockville, Indiana, aft- 
erward going to Crawfordsville, where he lived 
until his death. My father was Robert Bruce 
Spilman. He came to this place from Crawfords- 
ville at the close of the war and lived here until 
his death, in 1898. He has no brothers living. 


One sister, Mrs. Frances Goss, lives at Langham, 
Illinois. She has several children. My father has 
the following niece and nephews living: Miss Mary 
Helen Spilman, at Crawfordsville, Ind., and her 
brother, Charles Spilman, whcese address I do not 
know, who were children of my father’s brother, 
William. Frank, Theodore and Mark Spilman 
were chiidren of my father’s brother, Ira. Frank 
and Theodore live in Crawfordsville, Mark in 
Kokomo, Ind. I have two brothers and one sister 
living as follows: William R. Spilman of Wash- 
ington, D. C. He is superintendent of the Divi- 
sion of Rural Free Delivery of the P. O. Depart- 
ment. Harold A. Spilman who is here and asso- 
ciated with me in a Hardware business. Clara 
Snilman, a teacher of Domestic Science. She is 
at home this year, not teaching. William is 37; 
Claru 27: Harold 23. Iam 32 years of age.

Here is a letter from Mary E. Williams, widow 
of Willlam J. Williams: 

“William J. Williams was born in Grayson Coun- 
ty, Virginia, (now Carroll County.) Nov. 20, 1834. 
Died Sept. 9th, 1898, of pleuro-pneumonia, caused 
from being hurt by his team while plowing on his 
farm, two miles northwest of Mt. Vernon, Mo. 

He is the only son of Absalom Williams and 
grandson, of William Williams, who served as Cap- 
tain for five years in the Revoluticnary War under 
the command of General Green. He was in the 
battle of Guilford Court House. He was a native 
of Pittsylvania County, Penn., and immigrated to 
Carroll County, Virginia. He married Nancy 
Safewricht, of England. Tothem were born eight 
children: William, Jesse, Henry, Jonathan, John, 
Absalom and two daughters, names forgotten. 

Captain Williams lived on his farm in Virginia 
till his death, which occurred when he was eighty 
years old. 

Absalom Williams moved to Missouri with his 
family in 1841. Hemarried Sarah Bobbitt, dauch- 
ter of William Bobbitt, their children are Lucy, 
Mrs. Naney Kelly, Mrs. Rebecca Steckstill Trim- 
ble, Mrs. Paulina Martin, Mrs. Mary A. White, 
and William Jefferson Williams. Absalom Wil- 
liams was 2 man of upright character and died at 
the age of eighty-five years, August 25th. 1875. 
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William J. Williams lived on the farm with his 
parents till 1849, when he was lured to the gold 
fields of California; crossing the plains as the far 
west was then called, witha large caravan. He 
returned to Missouri in the winter of 1856-7, by the 
way of the Isthmus of Panama and the Gulf of 
Mexico, touching the Island of Cuba at Havana. 
He bought his father’s farm and continued farm- 
ing till 1862, when he enlisted in the 76th En- 
rolled Mo. Militia and served as first Lieutenant 
till about the first of June, 1863, when he enlisted 
as Second Lieutenant in Cu, “‘l’’ Second Regiment 
Missouri Light Artillery and served till the close 
of the war, being honorably discharged August 23, 
1865. He was in the battle of Nashville. Tennes- 
see, and was in a great many severe skirmishes in 
Missouri. 

October the 24th, 1869, he married Mary E. 
Stakely, daurhter of George and Jane (Worden) 
Stakely. Their children are George Absalom and 
and Sarah Jane Williams. Mrs. Williams died 
Dec. 22, 1874. May the 18th, 1879, he married 
Mary E. Spilman, daughter of Thomas Fisher and 
Martha Brown (Parish) Spilman. To this union 
are two living children, Malta May and Mary Lelia 
Williams. 

George A. Williams has made his home in the 
west for several years, handling stock and mining.

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Walter Saunders Brite and Alberta Mills, mar- 
ried. They have onechild, Harold Saunders Brite. 


Norman J. C. Brite and Rose B. Lines, married. 
They have three children: Frances Elizabeth Brite, 
Norman Joseph Brite and Robert Lines Brite. 


I will now give a sketch of the Boucher family, 
(my mother’s people) by Euphrates Boucher: 


Mathew Bowshelder was born in France, in the 
year 1700. The exact time he came to America is 
not known. He settled in Loudoun County, Vir- 
ginia, where he lived and reared a large family, all 
of whom were either killed by the Indians or died 
a natural death, save one, Peter Bowshelder, born 
about the year 1743. At the age of 5 years, he 
was bound to a Millwright as an apprentice, who 
taught him the trade, a trade which has been con- 
tinued in the family until the present generation. 


In his 20th year he married Jane Waddell, a 
Welch lady of Maryland. Nine children were born 
to them, viz.: James, Amos, Sally, Peter, Obed, 
John (Jack) Naney and Gabriel Bowshelder. He 
lived about 7years in Loudoun County, Virginia, 
and then moved to scuthwest Pennsylvania, and 
settled on the Monongahela River, near where 
Pittsburg now stands. Here he lived until 1784, 
when he moved te Kentucky, coming down the 
Monongahela and Ohio rivers on a flatboat, land- 
ing at Louisville. At that time there was only 
one shingle roof house in the town. He was 
offered 200 acres of land where the main business 
portion of the city now stands for a small gray 
mare. He settled in Mercer County, Kentucky. 
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Frequently had to take refuge from the Indians at 
Boone’s Station, with Daniel Boone, the first 
pioneer settler of Kentucky. He wasin the battle 
of ‘‘Blue Licks,’’ where the Indians defeated the 
whites, killing nearly all of them. He was in 
many other less important engagements. 


Having bought of the late Revolutionary soldiers, 
land warrants covering the amount of about 4,000 
acres, the land was selected and surveyed in the 
territory of what is now Allen and Warren coun- 
ties. The papers were signed by Isaac Shelby, 
first Governor of Kentucky, for military claims 
owned by Peter Boucher, Sr., and dated the 2nd 
day of October, 1798. 


In making out these papers Peter Bowshelder’s 
name was wriiten Peter Boucher, the new name 
was accepted and adopted, inasmuch as this being 
the only family of the original family living, and 
the name being much shorter and more convenient. 
Peter Boucher, Sr. moved to this land, that part 
in Warren County nortn of Barren River, about 
_ the year 1795. 


He lived inthecommunity until his death, which 
oecurred September Ist, 1809. Having been shot 
by accident, some 30 miles from home, near some 
springs in Christian County, Kentucky, bya young 
man wno picked. up an old gun and pointing it at 
him. To the surprise of all the gun went off, 
killing him instantly. His wife died at the home 
of her son-in-law, Isaac Rude, in either Allen or 
Warren County, Kentucky, in the year 1814.

5. Obed Boucher, married John Mayfield’s 
daughter, in Warren County Kentucky. 

6. Betsey Boucher and Jonathan Holaway, mar- 
ried in Warren County, Kentucky. Lived on Bar- 
ren River several years and then moved to Cole 
County, Missouri. He represented the county for 
several years. Their family was: Absalom, Jacob 
Harrison, Randsom and Jane Holaway. 
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7. John (Jack) Boucher, went to Washington 
County, Illinois, in an early day. There he mar- 
ried Margaret (Rachel) Shuck, they had six chil- 
dren, viz.: John Vincent, Lettie, Ann, Flora, Jane 
and Thomas Boucher. Here I will introduce a 
letter in full that I received from George Oliver 
Boucher, of Joplin, Mo., agrandson of John(Jack) 
Boucher: 

JOPLIN, Mo., August 11th, 1907. 


DEAR FRIEND AND KELATIVE, JOHN J. SPILMAN, 
Sir: —I received a letter from you, August the 2d, 
with regards to the Boucher family. Now you 
will find a copy from the history of Washington 
County, Illinois, of John Boucher, the same as it 
is in the book. Now, us near as I can, I will tell 


you all that I know of the four daughters ot John 
Boucher’s family. The oldest one’s name was 
Flora Boucher. In 1844, she married John More, 
of Washington County, Illinois. There was one 
child born to them, a girl, born in May, 1845; her 
name was Eliza More, and she now lives in Web- 
ster County, Iowa. Her father and mother have 
long since passed away. 

The second daughter’s name was Lettie. She 
married a man by the nameof T. C. West. I think 
they were married in 1848, They had two girls 
and a boy; the boy’s name was Timothy, and the 
girls’ names were Eilie and Hattie. The mother 
has been dead for many years. I don’t know 
whether he is living or not. 

The third daughter, Ann, married Loucious 
Cibby, some time in the 50s, in Jones County, 
Iowa. They had children but I don’t know their 
names.

The 4th daughter, Jane Boucher, married Doc- 
tor Seldess, sometime in the 50s, in Monticello, 
Jones County, Iowa. Their children are nameless 
to me. |

JOHN BOUCHER’S FAMILY. 
(He was often called Juck Boucher. ) 


John Boucher, the grandfather of the present 
Bcucher family of Washington County, Illinois, 
was born in Kentucky in 1782. His family on 
parental side came originally from France. John 
Boucher left his native state when at the age of 
19 years and came tc the then territory of Illinois, 
arriving here in 1801. He married Margaret 
Shuck in September, 1817. She was a native of 
Hardy County, West Virginia, her parents came 
to Illinois in 1797, and settled at New Derige. Her 
parents were of German ancestry. She died in 
Monticello, Iowa, October 4th, 1866, aged 75 years. 

John Boucher, traly, was one of the pioneers of 
the Great West. He was slightly wounded ina 
battle at the place where Greenville now stands, 
in Bond County, [llinois. Many anecdotes and 
startling incidents are of his early adventures in 
the pioneer history of Southern Illinois. He was 
aman of great physical strength and activity, and 
endowed with powers of endurance and courage 
far beyond ordinary man. 
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He made no permanent settlement until 18386 or 
37; but ranged through what is now known as 
Marion, Clinton, St. Clair and Washington counties 
In 1851 he removed to Jones County, Iowa, where 
he remained until his death, which occurred in 
1854, at the age of 72 years. There were 6 chil- 
drei: born to John and Margaret Boucher, 4 girls 
and 2 boys. The surviving members of his fam- 
ily are Thomas Boucher, wno still resides on the 
old homestead originally entered by his father. 


John Vincent Boucher, the father of the present 
family, (of Washington County, Illinois) was born 
September 27th, 1818. He married Polly B., 
daughter of Allen Rountree, March 5th, 1844. Six 
children were born to them of which there were 5 
boys and 1 girl; all the children have survived the 
parents. Soon after the breaking out of the late 
war, John V. enlisted with a patriotic ardor, of- 
fered himseif as a sacrifice upon the altar of his 
country, he enlisted for three yearsin Co. E. 10th, 
Regiment, Missouri Volunteers. He was elected 
orderly sergeant of his Company. The history of 
the Regiment, its participation in numerous bat- 
tles is well known tothe country. While in the 
service and in line of duty he contracted disease 
and died at Richview, in this county, (Washing- 
ton County, Ills.) August 20th. 1863, while en his 
way home. 


George Oliver Boucher, his eldest son but 17 
years of age entered the service and enlisted for 
three years in Co. I, 80th Regiment, Illinois Vol- 
unteers. It will thus be seen that the Boucher 
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family through whose veins courses the blood of 
both French and German ancestry must needs be 
patriotic; the sire and head of the family never 
hesitated but cast himself intu the deadly breach 
and gave his life freely to the cause of freedom, 
human rights and perpetuation of the Union, nor 
was the son less patriotic than the father, though 
young in years he donned the blue and marched 
under the Stars and Stripes and kept step to the 
music of the Union. 

Allhonor to the gallant living and the heroic 
dead; may their memories ever be green in the 
hearts of a grateful people. 

The foregoing is the way the historian wrote 
them up, says G. OQ. Boucher. |

THE MOODY FAMILY. 


Now I[ will give a short account of my wife’s 
people, her maiden name was Moody. My wife’s 
father was named Isaac Moody, and his father’s 
name was Samuel Moody. He, Samuel Meody, 
married a daughter of Philip Raleizh, and it is 
with him (Philip Raleigh) that I will commence, 
as this isas far back as we can trace the genealogy.

His slaves waited on him and carried him 
his meals, of which he only ate two a day; one at 
10 a. m., and the other at 3p. m. He lived to be 
very old and died of old ave, somewhere near the 
vear 1840. When he was born, and how old he 
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was at his death is not known. The manner of 
his death was peculiar, 2s one day when his slave. 
waiter brought his dinner to him he was sitting in 
his chair dead.

THE GOODNIGHT FAMILY. 


Here I will give whatI have learned of the 
Goodnights, my grandmother Boucher’s people. 

George Goodnight was a German. Came to 
Ameriea when my grandmother was three years 
old. When Dznie! Boone made his settlement in 
Kentueky he concluded to move toit, so he traded 
for what horses he was able to pay for, and packed 
all his goods and family on them and started for 
Boone’s settlement. Some three days’ travel be- 
fore he reached Boone’s settlement some of his 
horses failed, so he divided his packs and hid part 
of his goods and went onte the settlement with 
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his family —the family was himself, wife and chil- 
dren, John, Henry, George, Jacob and Sally. After 
the horses had rested he took John and went back 
to get his goods—found them all right, packed up 
and started to return. On his return he camped 
at 2 ereek, a flock of wild turkeys appeared and 
oneof them shot a turkey, as they had seen no 
sien of Indians, they concluded to stay there a 
while. After dark the Indians fired on them and 
killed the old man and = slightly wounded John in 
the side. John got away from the Indians, and us 
they tailed to get one of the horses, after they left 
John got the horse and rode in by 10 o’elovk next 
morning, gavethealuarm. A party was soon made 
up and started after tne Indians, found the old 
man Goodni¢ht killed and sealped: thev followed 
the Indians for two days and then gave up the 
chase. (This ereek is now likely ealled Kolling 
Fork). 

A little while after the above named tragedy 
there was another child born, enlled Isaac. He 
was the third white child born in what 1s now the 
State of Kentueky. Isaac Goodnight died in the 
year L874, in Warren County, Kentucky.
